A few day.s ago a ilispad h lo the 
Courier Journal, from 1 laukl'ort 
laid bare some unpleasant facta in 
eonneriiou with Capt. Tom Henry, 
clerk of the Court of Appeals. Jt 
was cliar);iHi that he had l>eeu on a 
regular spree for weeks and that he 
had paid a visit to Ix)ui8vilio aiid 
succeeded in. palutbig Uie city a 
iirlght vermiUou hae. Xhat Jte batl 
returned to Frankfort, partially so- 
bered np, and had made arraiigeuents 
with his deputies to take charge of 
the offlce with aliofiti emoluuieuts 
excepting tUO a month to be paid 
him fl>r the remaining MTen yoars of 
his tana. ItwaaAuttar atatedthat 
after doing' thb Capt Itenqr was 
sent to Motgan eouniy to pilvft the 
mountains aa red as he diMbed. 
This djsp4tah wai erideHlty sent by 
an enemy oftbe Appellate Clerk's. A 
subsequent is^uu of the Courier Jour- 
nal contained interviews with Capt 
Uearyand Capts. Sam M. Ualues 
and Thos. O. Poo re, bis deputies. 
They all eihphatically denied any 
such arrangement and It was clearly 
shown that Henry had uot Imcu to 
the niouutaijis but had solwred up 
and was at Mt. Sterling, looking after 
eoiue of his i>ropcrly. The Coinuier 
ciiil, defending tjapt. lleniy 
staled lliat liis spree in I^uisville 
was simply a plain druuk aud ttiat 
he went to Frankfort intoxicated, 
but that he was at no time disorder- 
ly. The I'raiikfort Yeoman, while 
not statiuiT that tlie offlce had lieeu let 
out on ilie terms above i:inie<l, says 
in an editoHiil : 

"The entire nianag<rment and con 
iiul uf the office is in the hands of two 
deputies, Capt. Sam M. Uaiues aud 
Capt Tiios. 6. Poorc, each caiwble. 
soiiier and trustworthy. It has been 
Huderstood at Frankfort lor some 
time that Capt. Qeary would as 
sniue u» further iKiraoual control of 
the Imslaeaa >•( ilie ndtetk the power 
lo aet ln«ll matters haVlii^een del 
egated to Iheee parties. 

Tbe luaUUty of Capt Henry to ab 
stain IhMa liquor, and the scandal 
which resolta IhMB Us draukeuues*, 
has audetUa arraagemaatf neces- 
sary. The eoarts would not ha're 
tolerated Ida iireieuce, and lie had the 
discretion to arrange for the per- 
funuaneeef work by others. Thi* 
we think be had a right to do, and If 
it satUlles tbe Judges, who aK most 
concerned, it ought to satisfy others.
